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Maryland Health Dept. Reviews 
One Year Of Polio Vaccine Program 


The state health department has 
issued a review of poliomyelitis 
vaccine inoculations in Maryland 
as of November 1, 1956: 

In the special program sponsored 
by the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis, first and second 
grade school ch&dren received a 
grand total of 220,371 inoculations 
—118,452 first and 101,919 second 
injections. In the main these first 
shots were given in the spring of 
1955 and the second inoculations in 
November and December, 1955. 

In addition there were used in 
Maryland uv to November 1 a to- 
tab of 1,164,684 cubic centimeters of 
vaccine (1 oc. equals 1 injection). 
Slightly more than sixty per cent 
was commercial vaccine sold to pri- 
vete physicians, and slightly less 
than fortv ner cent was purchased 
by the state health department for 
use in clinics. In addition a sh- 
stantial number of shots were giv- 
en in Maryland by the numerous 
military installations, and a sig- 
nificant number by D C. physicians 
to Marylend residents. particularly 
in Prince Georges and Montgom- 
ery counties. i 

In Maryland the age group from 
birth to nineteen years of ave in- 
clusive, which is the major ob- 
jective of this immunization effort, 
comprises an estimated 963,396 in- 
dividuals. As of November 1 it is 
estimated that 64.8% of this group 
has recelved at least one injection. 


About 53.3% had had two or more. 


injections. 

A final studv of the data in 
Maryiand for 1955 indicated that a 
single inoculation reduced the num- 
ber of paralytic cases in the vac- 
cinated groun about 60% below the 
level of paralvsis among the not- 
vaccinated chidren of comparable 
age. For 1956—January 1 - Novem- 
ber 1—there have been 74 cases of 
paralytic polio. This compares 
with the same peried in preceding 
years as follows: 1955, 160 cases; 
1984, 145 cases; 1853, 204 cases; 
1952, 194 cases. 

For the T.S. as a whole the 
Public Health Service reports that 
for the period January 1 - October 
27, 5,928 cases of paralytic polio 
were reported in 1956, compared to 
9,311 cases in 1955. 

The health department pointed 
out that it is becoming increasingly 
clear that although the precess of 
immunity is started by a single in- 
jection and some degree of protec- 
tion is conferred, three injections 
are required to achieve a complete 
immunization It is disappointing 
that in the important late teen-age 
group the coverage is especially 
poor. Although the risk of paraly- 
sis ia slightly less for this age 
group as compared to younger chil- 
dren, this is balanced by the in- 
creased severity of paralysis which 
they experience. The department 
also recommended that adults over 
20 years, particularly those between 
the ages of 20 and 35 who live in 
households with young children, 
should get the injections. 

The winter season—right now—is 
the ideal time to start protection. 
The initial two shots can be given 
at an interval of one month, fol- 
lewed by the important third in- 
jection next spring before the polio 
season starts. Each individual can 
make a real contribution to the 
public health by securing injections 
for himself and his famity.

Woodland Hills Group 
Starts Building Homes

A check for $380,000 was turned 

over to the building contractor 
for the start of construction of 21 
homes in the Woodland Hills 
housing development, in the offices 
of Henry Johnson, FHA adminis- 
trator. for cooperative housing 
yesterday morning. Presenting the 
check for the group was Tony 
Madden, president, and Charles 
McDonald, secretary. 
' The check represents a construc- 
tion loan from the First National 
Bank of Baltimore; the remaining 
mortgage for the homes will be 
secured through Nationwide In- 
surance. 

Ground will be broken for con- 
struction following the signing of 
documents. Woodland Hills, a 
development by Woodway Homes, 
Inc., was organized by a group of 
local residents, who purchased land 
from Warner-Kanter. Construction 
company, in order to build indivi- 
dual homes cooperatively... There 
are 49 lots in the development, and 
24 lots are still available for pur- 
chase, according to Madden. Pur- 
chase price includes all utilities 
and streets. 

One of the 21 homes being built 
is owned by Rex Tugwell, former 
federal official, who originally 
planned the construction of Green- 
belt and its two sister towns. Tug- 
well is now residing in Chicago, 
but plans to move here upon com- 
pletion of his home. 

The homes are of brick con- 
struction, on a wooded hillside 
site, and have from 3 to 5 bed- 
rooms. Variations of one plan 
are used.

GVHC Board Discusses Problems 
Brought On By Sales Procedures

Clarification of 


recently adopted procedures governing the 


sale of Greenbelt Veteran Housing Corporation houses absorbed 


the attention of the GVHC board 
ing last Friday night. 

The problem brought before the 
board concerned the requirement 
that sellers and agents furnish 
prospective purchasers with signed 
fact sheets giving such pertinent 
financial information for the in- 
dividual housing unit as GVHC 
book basis, initial down payment, 
unpaid balance of GVHC contract, 
and monthly charges. The purpose 
of this requirement was to give 
the prospective buyer in writing 
all the fiscal information concern- 
ing his purchase before he bought, 
so that there would be no grounds 
for misunderstanding or ill feel- 
ing after the sale was consumma- 
ted. The prospective buyer, by 


signing the fact sheet, would in- | 


dicate his understanding of the 
financial details associated with 
the sale and of his future obliga- 
tions. 
Procedure Challenged 

A challenge to this procedure 
arose when three membership ap- 
plications were submitted to the 
board for approval unaccompanied 
by signed fact sheets. In one of 
these cases, the seller declined to 
furnish the buyer with a fact sheet 
on the grounds that it was con- 
trary to usual real estate practice 
for the seller to divulge to a pros- 
pective buyer the amount ini- 
tially paid for the property. In 
the other two cases, the sellers 
were unacquainted with the new 
procedure GVHC had also received 
some complaints from sellers who 
felt that divulging original list 
price and initial down payment 
impair their chances for selling. 

The board felt strongly that any 
attempt to conceal from new mem- 
bers information already available 
to old members was bound to hurt 
the reputation of the corporation 
and approved the applications with 
the stipulation that the GVHC 
sales office furnish the information 
t6 the purchasers and secure their 
signatures on the fact sheets. Such 
disclosure was necessary, the 
board argued, if the new member 
was to be fully aware of his fiscal 
and to his -fellow-members. More-

Fact Sheet Procedures 

GVHC manager Baul Campbell 
asked for further clarification of 
the fact sheet procedures. He 
pointed out that the major pro- 
blem is not just the furnishing of 
information to prospective buyers, 
but the timing of such informatiorr 
so as to be received by the pur- 
sale is con-- 
summated. The mere furnishing 
of information can be done at any 
time by GVHC, which has all the 
data (except, of course, the final 
selling price, which is the pre- 
rogative of the seller). 

In fact, Campbell continued, thm 
GVHC sales office is furnishing: 
just such information now to all 
prospective buyers of homes listed: 
with GVHC for sale. The major: 
problem arises in ‘the case of: 
homes that are not listed with 
GVHE, where GVHC has no know~ 
ledge of who the prospective 
‘buyer is. It was in order to pro- 
tect such buyers, by requiring that 
pertinent financial information be 
furnished them before they bought, 
that the mew procedures were 
adopted,’ stated Campbell. 

Director Al Long pointed out. 
that since the corporation has no 
way of knowing whether the fact 
sheet was signed before or after 
a sale was consummated, it was 
useless for GVHC to become em- 
broiled in that question. It would 
satisfy the corporation’s needs, 
Long stated, if at the time the 
purchaser applied for screening 
at the GVHC sales office he sub- 
mitted a signed fact sheet. If 
said purchaser had received no 
fact sheet, then GVHC would have 
the obligation to furnish the re- 
quired information to the btryer. 

Director Frank Lastner, acting 
president in the absence of con- 
valescing Ed Burgoon, observed 
that one of the aims of his com- 
. mittee’ in ‘recommending “the per 
procedure was to avoid jost sue 
a@ situation as described by Long _ 
whereby the prospective bryer 
would receive this financiaF infor 
mation from GVHC instead of 
from the seller or outside reat 
estate broker with whom he might 
be dealing directly. In the past 
the disclesure of such information 
formed the basis for a complaint 
by a local realty firm that its pros- 
pective sales were being hurt. 

Another board member, however, 
pointed out that if a seller or real 
estate broker failed to disclose 
this financial information to 2 
prospective purchaser, as requested 
by GVHC, then he would have no 
one to blame but himself if a sale 
failed to go through because the 
prospective buyer became dis- 
pleased by later-disclcsed informa- 
tion. 

The majority of the board con- 
eluded that since the new proce- 
dures have just gone into effect, 
it would be inadvisable to make 
any changes until more experience 
has been acquired. 

Quarterly Meeting 

Campbell announced thet the 
GVHC fiscal report for the first 
nine months of 1956 will be pre-~ 
sented at the quarterly member-~ 
ship meeting Monday, November 
19, at the GVHC administration. 
offices. This fiscal report will pro-. 
vide the basis for drawing up the 
budget and determining monthly 
charges for 1957. 

Front Porch Lights 

Director Frank Kriby announced 
that GVHC has made tentative.

Whether the permit 
is determined to be legal or illegal, 
Mr. Parker and others concerned 
may rest assured that the City 
Council will take appropriate ac- 
tion to preserve the commercial 
center from intrusion by trailers 
or by temporary structures, neither 
of which conform to the éxisting 
pattern of the center.

As a member of the present City 

uncil, I hope Mr. Parker’s recent 
description of that body. as the 
“most inept so far” reflects mo- 
mentary anger rather than delib- 
erate judgment. 


Whatever the cause, Mr. Parker 
has a singular right to criticize 
Council action—or, as he would in- 
terpret it, inaction—on the contro- 
versial commercial trailer now lo- 
cated in the shopping center, be- 
cause he was one of the few con- 
cerned enough about what happens 
to our City to attend last Monday’s 
Council meeting. 


If his letter arouses more inter- 
est in the current problems beset- 
ting the community, especially 
those dealing with zoning and over- 
all planning, then let’s have more 
such communications. Criticism, 
no matter how harsh, is preferable 
to indifference, in a-democratic so- 
ciety. 


I do think, however, the letter 
would have presented a more com- 
plete picture of what took place 
at the meeting had it reported that 
the Council, through the Mayor, 
had instructed the City Manager 
to obtain from the City Solicitor 
an opinion as to what recourse was 
available to the Council in the 
given circumstances. 


This may be an indication of in- 
eptness, but.I believe the Council, 
on so important a matter as zon- 
ing, should not act unless there is 
at least a reasonable certainty that 
its action can withstand challenge
